MONEYMORE COUNTRY LONDONDERRY JULY 30. ROYAL ULSTER CONSTABULARLY 
CONSTABLE KILLED BY SNIPER LURGAN JULY 31. MAN ASSASSINATED 
ON DOORSTEP NORTH BELFAST AUGUST 1. THREE MALES KILLED IN 
MACHINEGUN ATTACK ON BAR SOUTH BELFAST EVENING JULY 30. ALL 
DEAD ARE PROTESTANTS. WORST SINGLE ATTACK WAS MACHINE GUNNING 
OF STAG INN, A BAR OWNED BY FORMER STORMONT MINISTER ROY 
BRADFORD AND PATRONIZED ALMOST EXCLUSIVELY BY RESIDENTS BEL VOIR 
HOUSING ESTATE. UNDOUBTEDLY SOME RESIDENTS BELVOIR ARE MEMBERS

DEMONSTRATIONS TO PROTEST ENDING OF "SPECIAL CATEGORY" STATUS 
BEGAN AUGUST 1 IN REPUBLICAN AREAS BELFAST AND ARE EXPECTED
